1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
24-35 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 24-35 been 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 24-35 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 and 36-53 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is the references from Perfumes, Art, Science and Technology. These 
references discuss the adaptation of a perfume formula for use in different products (p. 
201). The fragrance emanation from different perfumed products was measured by 
headspace analysis, transferred into odor values and plotted. The odor of the perfumed 
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products was adjusted to conform with that of the perfume by linear adjustment of the 
concentrations of the constituents found in the headspace. This differs from the present 
claims in that no regression of a series of odorants is disclosed, nor is a selection of 
odorants based on the analysis. The concentrations of the constituents of a previously 
formulated perfume are being adjusted based on the headspace analysis, rather than 
their being selected or rejected. Accordingly, the presently claimed method is not 
obvious over the prior art of record.
